It is all solid inlaid 
wood (no veneers) beantifally finished in oil.

Malaria Comes at Sunset. 


Tho spe danger of the sunset hour in 
malarial regions may be owing to the follow 
ing conditions ; 

The microbes or spores concentrate at a 
level a little above tho ground, exactly as 
one may observe dust of carriages in the 
road a thick horizontal layer settle on a 
warm, moist evening; then there is no lift 
ing by ascending air currents, but a sort of 
beating down to a low level, and their co-

Thns over a dried marsh there would be 
great condensation of m bea or spores, 
which could no longer disperse. Thoy would 
gather about the height of a man’s head 
Just as we seo a ground fog in atill, moist 
air after a warm day iv autumn; the organ- 
isms wore given off while the surface of the 
ground was warm, and they accumulate a 
little above it as radiation carries off the 
heat and cools the lowest stratum of air, 

After sunset the earth is still warm and 
exhales moisture jnto the air above it, and 
with the earth vapor organisms are Jargely 
givon off. The human body is that tima 
eptible te their action, bocause the 
rapid cooling of the skin drives the blood to 
the innor surface of the throat and those 
congeated inner surfaces fayor the inooula 
tion by germs drawn in with the breath, 
Later in the night the organisms have large.

‘Those spocios requiring a long soa 
son to porfect their fruits, may be started 
in a hothouse or a hotbed, or in open le 
in sheltered locations, where they can be 
protected from the cold, a 
it is safe to plant thom in the open air, It 
is also believed that many species fruit are 
better if transplanted, the tendency to run 
to plant growth is cked by transplanting 
and the tendency to form fruit encouraged. 

In this latitude the latter part of May 
and first fow days of June are the favored 
periods for transplanting. In our long ex- 
perience we have found that but little is 
gained by hurrying partially tender plants 
into the open ground before the season of 
frosts and chilling winds are past, Such 
vegetables as tomatoes, for illustration, may 
be badly stunted by transplanting before 
noil and atmosphere are in condition to push 
them into rapid growth, In transplanting, 
a warm, cloudy day is preferable, The 
plants should be well soaked with water 
few hours before they are taken up. If but 
few are to be transplanted, and they are to 
be moved but a short distance, they had 
better be taken up with some soil adhering 
Where this is not convenient, the roots may 
bo drawn out of the soft, soaked carth al- 
most intact, and then had better be pud 
dlod—dipped into thin mud so that the 
roots shall be coated with mud, which will 
prevent rapid drying. Then, in_ setting 
them in their places make liberal holes so 
that the roots shall not be cramped, and 
yreas the soil very firmly about the roots, 
This will exclude the sir and prevent their 
drying out. 


The Grape Treo of Ten Thousand 
Clusters. 


The mammoth ge vine of Montecito, 
in Santa Barbara County, California, may 
undoubtedly be called the greatest vine the 
world ever saw. At a public meeting of 
the citizens of Santa Barbara, held in Teb- 
bets hall, on Sep. 9th, 18) resolutions of 
deep regretfat the death of this vine—which 
ocourred that year—were unanimously 
adopted and published, Their grief wax 
somewhat softened by the fact that a 
daughter vine was left them growing near 
the same spot, and which easily eclipses for 
size and productiveness any single vine in 
the world, ‘The dead monarch stood in the 
valley of the Montecito, about an equal 
distance from the Pacific on the south and 
the Santa Inez Mountains on the north 
Hyatt tella us that it was the largest and 
most productive grape vine the world e 
produced, History furnishes us with some 
instances of very large vines :—for instance, 
the doors of the Cathedral of Ravenna were 
made of vine planks, 12 feet long and 15 
inches wide, The columns of Juno's tem- 
ple, Metapont, and the statue of Jupiter, 
for thecity of Apollonium were made of the 
wood of the vine;and yet from what we 
can learn none of these vines were equal in 
gigantic proportions to this great tree. In 
1856 I visited the noted vine at Hampton 
Court, in England, which is grown ucder 

lass and said to be 200 years old, yet the 
aliaraterc of this old world vine is not equal 
in size to one of the main branches of the 
Montecito monster. The yield of the Eng- 
lish vine has never in any year exceeded 
2,000 Ibs., while the California tree has, on 
the best authority, yielded 20,000 clusters, 
averaging over five tons of grapes of ex 
lent quality. Its trunk was immense, the 
circumference 8 feet from the ground was 
54 feet and the branches covered over 12,- 
000 square feet, so that 2,000 people could 
easily sit beneath its wide-spread branches. 
The old tree after its death was carefully 
carried to the Centennial, at Philadelphia, 
where doubtless many have seen for them- 


late frosts, Inthe same way early and 
much larger onions can be obtained by sow- 
ing seed in a box and transplanting about 
lst June. If the farmer himself will take 
the trouble and encourage one of the boys to 
do it, it is still ketter to make a hotbed and 
raise one’s own plants, tomato, cabbage, 
cauliflower, ete., but this is more trouble- 
some and requires a certain amount of skill, 
which most farmers have not got. What 
has been outlined above does not require 
much time, labor, or attention and no skill 
or knowledge beyond what every farmer 
must have. 

‘The return, however, is large, not perhaps 
in money but in comfort and pleasure and 
one might say luxury. Vegetables are al- 
most a necessity to healthy living and are 
a most agreeable variety iu the too mono- 
tonous bill of fare of the ordinary farm 
table. In the country they cannot be 
bought and so to secure them the farmer 
must raise them, and in no way can he 
spend a day or two in the spring and an 
hour or two at intervals during the summer 
so profitably and well. 


Ensilage for Hogs. 


Tf one is going to winter hogs cheaply and 
successfully he must begin to prepare for it 
in the spring and summer preceding the 
winter, The farmer who trusts to luck 
about having proper food for the hogs 
through the winter is pretty sure to make 
more failures than successes. The proper 
food for swine in winter depends so much 
upon the locality in which they are brought 
up that no general advice can be given. In 
one section one food is cheaper than in an- 
other, and it would pay better to raise that 
for the winter feeding than any other, 

But ensilage for hogs can generally be 
raised cheap enough anywhere, and this 
can be made a very agreeable and good food 
for the hogs. Ifcorn ensilage is used for 
hogs it should be both sweet and well-eared, 
Sour corn ensilage is injurious to any animal, 
and it is as likely to set up internal disturb- 
ances that will lead into disease as it is to 
do them any good. Well-eared ensilage is 
quite etsential because the nutriment con- 
tained in the ears is just what the hogs need 
for blood-making and fat-making in the 
winter, Even such ensilage, however, will 
be pretty wet for the hogs, and all along 
with it one will generally find it necessary 
to feed dry food, < 

The proper ensilage for hogs is corn 
ensilage, properly prepared and gathered 
The best corn for this purpose is the 
Landreth sugar corn and not the hard 
field corn which we have been accustom- 
ed to raise for the pigs, Good quality of 
sugar corn will keep better in the silo than 
pigs as well as all

Do Not Neglect Stock at Pasture 

In the month of June most of the stock 
are at pasture, in fact, all that are pastured 
atall, It is the month of fresh, lush pas 
ture, when stock can get a full bite, if ever. 
Most large farms have one or more perima- 
nent pastures, fields that are too rough to 
plow to advantage ; partially cleared wood- 
lands, from which the best timber has been 
cut and the clearing carried no further; 
swamp land from which the wood has been 
cleared and a few open ditches cut, but the 
swamp remains not more than half subdued, 
yet yielding an amazing amount of pasture 
through the driest of summers, We have 
known such pastures asthe latter, and often 
wondered how stock were able to fill them- 
selves on what appeared to be such short, 
scanty grass. But the moisture in the mucky 
soil, with the heat of the summer sun pour- 
ing down upon it, replenishes the short 
herbage as fast as it is grazed. On general 
principles it would seem wasteful to keep 
land yielding but part ofits productive ca- 
pacity, yet, when we ouattec that nearly 
every farmer keeps more land than he cul- 
tivates well, or than he can cultivate well 
with the working capital he employs, pet- 
haps it may not be bad policy to allow such 
fields to remainin pasture, husbanding their 
plant-food for future generations. 

It often happens that these wild pasture 
fields are some distance from the dwelling, 
too far to be pastured with advantage by 
animals that are wanted at the barn daily,

is crowded with work, Such animals neod 
salting frequently, and their water supply 
should be caretally looked after, It some 
times happens that the small streams, the 
springs or the swamp holea relied upon to 
supply them with water have become un- 


expectedly dry and the poor animuls are 
suf » terribly from thirat. Such ne+ 
glect is a serious reflection upon the human 


ity of the owner. Again, some of the 
animals may have jumped into a neighbor's 
field or a neighbor's animala may be tres 
passing upon yours without your knowing 
it 

All of these possibilities should admonish 
the farmer not to allow many days at a 
time to claps without seeing such animals 
and learning that they are all right. We 
have known honest, pious farmers to make 
it a practice, on the afternoon of the Sab- 
bath, after returning from chureh and eat 
ing their dinner, to take a vessel with salt 
in their hands and seek such distant herds 
and flocks and as these dumb friends came 


to meet th and flocked around therm, 
eagerly enjoying the condiment, not doubt 
ing that they were doing a good work, that

will repair to jt and drink, that they must 
wuffor greatly when entirely deprived of 
water.

Fair. 


The display of minerals made by the On- 
tario government at the World's Fair, says 
Mr. ©. W. Young in hin latest letter, is 
claimed to be ono of tho best in the mines 
building, principally on account of the vari- 
ety and the high average quality of the apec- 
imons. Specially rich samples of ores were 
not chosen, but rather such as would attract 
the attention of the practical miner and cap- 
italist, and give an iden of the wonderful re- 
wources of the province. So far thoy havo 
proved a most admirable advortisomont, and 
will no doubt continue to do so, In ar 
rangemont and genoral effect of the display 
Ontario is second to none, and this is vouch- 
ed for by all who have visited the court 
from our own and other countries. Con- 
tinued astonishment is expressed that Ou- 
tario has so mavy of the products that are 
shown. 

Tho nickel exhibit is the most prominent 
object in the court and attracts much atten. 
tion, being the largest and most valuable 
ever made in the world, The Canada Cop- 
per company makes thé largest exhibit, in- 
cluding several pieces of ore from four to six 
tons in. weight, some 160,000 pounds of 
matte, and an ingot of pure nickel weighing 
4,500 pounds and worth halt as many dol- 
lars, besides effective photographs of the 
works, and eight fino glass cases containing 
manufactured articles of various kinds, R. 
H. Ahn of Sudbury fills large cases with 
various kinds of nickel from the Sudbury 
district, and has also prepared a valuable 
map showing the nickel locations of Nipis- 
sing and Algoma in detail, and giving much 
valuable information of various kinds for 
prospectors and capitalists, as well as a 
carciully compiled pamphlet. 

Gold is mainly from the eastern and west- 
ern extremities of the province. ‘The richest 
native gold is from Rat Portage and vicinity, 
while gold in sulphates is from Belmont and 
Marmora. The Ophir mine of Algoma is 
represented by half a ton of very rich ore, 
assaying $300 per ton. The most of the 
silver is contributed by Wiley & Co. of Port 
Arthur, and the largest copper display is of 
the American Copper Co., now working at 


Point Mamanise, at the eastern extremity of 
Lake Superior. This is equal to the best 
found on the south shore. The variety of 
iron is beyond description, there being up- 
wards of 100 entries, representing as many 
locations, and including magnetites as high 
as 68 per cent. and extraordinarily rich 
hematites. Lead, antimony, platinum and 
zinc are also represented, Mica makes a 
fair display, most ‘of the specimens being 
from Lanark, Renfrew a Hastings. It 
varies in color from the purest white, 
through amber and green to black, the green 
being the only sample of that color on exbi- 
bition. Mica is growing in importance as ap 
economic mineral, being largely used in elev- 
trical work, 

Lithographic stone of very fine quality is 
shown by Dr, Volney of Marinora and H. 
Grundy of Peterboro’. 


Protecting Canadian Cheese. 


The action taken by Hon, Mr. Wallace, 
the Controller of Customs, to secure the 
branding of United States cheese shipped 
from Canadian ports is the aecomplishment 
of a long desired reform. A special officer 
of the customs will now be stationed at 
Montreal to see that the foreign product is 
properly labelled and is not allowed to creep 
under the protection of the high Canadian 
reputation, For years a certain amount of 
this United States cheese has been able to 
get into the Eoglish markets in company 
with our prime qualities, and being inferior, 
bas injured the general reputation which 
Canadian cheese enjoys. While the quanti- 
ty was not large, it is was sufficient to do 
mischief to the whole season’s export. There 
is little doubt that warnings and expostula- 
tions from British purchasers directed dur- 
ing the last few years at shipments of alleg- 
ed inferior qualities from Canada were duo 
to this Yankee stuff. Taking the trade re- 
turns of any year it will be found that the 
cheese export includes a proportion of non- 
Canadian produce. In 1892 the total quan 
tity sent abroad from Canada was 128,410,- 
730 tbs,, of which 10,140,678 tbs. are entered 
as ‘‘ goods not the produce of Canada,” It 
has also been charged that at certain inland 
St. Lawrence ports cheese is brought in, 
presumably paying the duty, and its identi- 
ty being lost, is reshipped afterwards from 
Montreal as a Canadian article. The quan- 
tity of such cheese is probably not large, 
and the effect of having a permanent officer 
at Montreal to keep a sharp eye on all ship: 
ménts will be to Prattically protect native 
makes from foreign imposition. The ap 
pointment being made now will ensure sup- 
ervision of the entire season’s output. No 
better move to benefit the Canadian cheeso 
trade has ever been made than this action o

QUAKERISM ON THE WANE.

‘The Sect Now Forms but an El 
Philadelphia. 


It will surprise many to be informed 
that the quaker element in Philadelphia 
forms an exceedingly small part of the 
community. The friends prefer the derby 
and silk tile with the cutaway coat to 
the dress which this sect so many years 
affected. Itis only when the yearly meet- 
ing period arrives that there comes Hocking 
from the surrounding counties friends in 
sombre garb, and they are as much of a 
curiosity as are any other distinctive class 
of people. Tharofore the title ‘* Quaker 
City” as applied to Philadelphia is practi- 
cally ® misnomer. 

When Elias Hicks through his teaching, 
caused a aplit in the Society of Friends in 
1827 over the question of the divinity of 
Christ, it marked the beginning of the de- 
crease in the numbor of friends, which has 
been steadily going on ever since. The 
great quaker. preacher wrought a reyolu- 
tion in this city, and the friends, estimated 
at that time to be 12,000, were equally 
divided between the two elements, the 
orthodox and the Hicksites. In 1880 the 
orthodox and the Hicksite branches did 
not have in the aggregate over 5,000 mem- 
bers in Philadelphia, At that time there 
were 1,370 orthodox and 3,600 Hrcksites. 
Although the Hicksite end of the society is 
more numerous than its rival, the latter is 
much more wealthy. The orthodox friends 
own & vast amount of property, and point 
to the Wiser brothers, wlio are thought be 
worth anywhere from $3,000,000 to $7,000- 
000, as some of their many money kings. 
While it is trne that the followers of 
Elias Hicks have less of this world’s goods 
than their orthodox rivals, they neverthe- 
less have a large nunrber of rich men. In 
spite of its accumulated wealth the ortho- 
dox element is generally admitted to adhere 
to the forms of the Society of Friends more 
strictly than the Hicksites. The reason 
assigned for this ia that the latter branch is 
really undenominational, although it follows 
the general principles laid down by the 
society, and consequently has come more in 
contact with the world, The idea of the 
Hicksite branch is to allow its members

In tho bird’a-nost of the f 
In tho lodges of the beaver, 
How many ladies comfortably wrapped 

in their beaver furs during the past winter 
gave a thought to the wonderful little ani- 
mal, now fast vanishing from its last home 
on the American continent, of whose 
doings Longfellow thus sung? Yet there is 
attached tothe beaver far more of romance of 
natural history than oven Sir 
bock can claim on behalf of his favorite 
ants, The tates with which it has been 
associated in the Indian mind furnish an 
interesting index te the mental fertility of 
{the aboriginesof North America, and as 
one listens to the accounts which northern 
travellers bring from the Indian encamp 
»| ments, it is dillicult to believe that these 
red-skinned subjects of Her Majesty ought 
really to be clussed as savages, There is 
about the records they hand down from 
generation to generation a wealth of 
imagery and beauty of thought hardly less 
than thatwith which the white manof Bu- 
rope and the Bast surrounded his own early 
religion, 

In his ‘*La Decouyerte des Sources du 
Mississippi” Beltrami talks of the beaver 
in his own romantic way. The beavers, he 
gravely asserts, ‘fare divided into tribes, 
and sometimes into small bands only, of 
which each has its chief, and order and dis 
cipline reign there, much moro, perhaps, 
than among the Indians, or even among cly- 
ilived nations. 


KACH TRIBE 


has its territory, If any stranger is caught 
trespassing he is brought bofore the chief, 
who, for the firat offence, punishes him ad 
correctignon, and for the second deprives 
him of his tail, which is the greatest mis- 
fortune which can happen toa beaver, for 
this tail is their cart upon which they tran- 
port, wherever it is desired, mortar, stones, 
provisions, efc.; and it is also the trowel, 
which it resembles in shape, used by them 
in building. This infraction of the laws of 
nations is considered among them so great 
an outrage that the whole tribe of the mu- 
tilated beaver side with him, and set off 
immediately to take vengeance for it, In 
this contest the victoriona party, using the 
rights of war, drives the vanquished from 
their quarters, takes possession of them, 
and places a provisional garrison, and fin- 
ally establishes there a colony of young 
beaver,”” But some Indian records go furth- 
er than this, and declore that the example 
of the beaver played no little part in stimu- 
lating thrift and industry among the early 
red men and white men of the North Amer- 
ican continent. In the mind of the Indian 
the beaver was a far more remarkable being 
than anything that the human race had yet 
evolved, His beaver encampment was more 
wondrous than the lordly halls of the an- 
cient Az race, 

“ Not a listless brain nor an idle hand 

Was thore in all that town ; 
But strong defences the people planned, 
And hewed the great trees down,” 

All this exaggeration is easy to explain. 
Tothe Indian the beaver was both food 
and clothing, and given an ample supply of 
these rodents he needed nothing more. 
Hence the beaver became invested with a 
degree of admiration and superstition such 
as has centred round very few other 
animals, Beyond all doubt the beaver has 

layed a wonderful part in the history of 
North America, Dr, Romanes places him 
higher than any other animal, not even 
excepting Sir John Lubbock’s ants and 
hees, and declares that instinct has risen 
in the beaver to a higher lovel of far-reach- 
ing adaption to environment than among 
any other members of the animal world, 
They engage, he tells us, in vast architec- 
tural labors with what appears to be the 
deliverate purpose of securing by such very 
artificial means the special benefits that 
arise from their 


HIGH RNGINEKERING SKILL, 


and he finds it difficult to infer that these 
actions are due to anything else than an 
intelligent appreciation either of the bene- 
fits that arise from the labor or of hydros- 
tatic principles upon which this labor is so 
clearly based. 

But the natural wonders of the beaver 
were not enough for the Indian, and hence 
we find this rodent playing a large part in 
the tradition, and even religion, of the 
Aborigines. Among many Indian tribes the 
story of the delugeis closely interwoven 
with the beaver. Thus the Blackfeet and 
the Micmacs and other tribes assign to it 
the place given to the dove in the Biblical 
narrative. Under the great Spirit, they 
say, there was a secondary creator, and on 
the vast extent of waters which had been 
formed by the Great Spirit, this secondary 
Was sitting on a log or canoe uccompanied 
by awonan, The two were surrounded on 
every handy animals, anda discussion 
having arisen as to the matter which must 
underlie the water, four animals wero 
sent ona mission of investigation. Three 
of them failed, but the fourth, the musk- 
rat or beaver, returned with some mud in 
his forepaw. This the woman scraped off 
and began to work round in her hand, when 
it rapidly grew, and being placed in the 
water so increased in size thatthe earth 
was again raised above tho water. ‘The 
legend of the Ottawas, as related by Dr. 
McLean, leaves the woman entirely out of 
the question, and representa the musk-rat 
48 returning to the surface apparently dead, 
The demi-god took up the dead animal, and 
finding s lump of clay on one of its shoul- 
dera pressed it between his hands until it 
became thin, and then laid it gently on the 
surface of the water, In a few days it 
became a large island, and grew until the 
earth axial its present dimensions, 

Mr, Warburton Pike, moreover, who spent 
the autumn in 1890 in the Barren Grounds 
of Northern Canada, was told the atory 
of the deluge as held by the Yellow Knife 
Tndians in the far northern regionsof the 
Dominion, The Yellow Knives told us that 
the deluge was due to

Oxalate 
of cerium is wometimes very effective. It 
can be procured at the druggist’s and 
should be put up in powders of 20 grains 
each. Shake one dry on the tongue, swal- 
low with a little water and repeat in an 
hour, Soda-mint tablets, one every ten 
minutes until six have been taken, are efli- 
cacious if administered early. 

Persons subject to sick headache should 
regulate the diet with care, avoiding rich 
food and fats, using lemons freely, drinkin 
the juice squeezed in water. They should 
tuke exercise in the open air, have a sponge 
bath, followed by brisk rubbing once a day, 
and uge some simple laxative, if it is necea- 
sary, once or twice, Its use should not be 
depended upon or it will increase the diflfi- 
culty.

The general cry of teething is nonsensi- 
cal. Ifa child is bathed aud fedregularly, 
clothed loosely and comfortably, not over 
nursed or mauled on a warm day and given 
regular hours of rest, the teoth will come 
through almost unnoticed. It must be re- 
membered that a child cannot digest food 
containing starch, such as rice water, bread 
food, pap or gruel, until it has teeth, 
Therefore milk, which is animal food has 
by nature been given as the only one need- 
ed up to that time. 


Careful examinations prove that the 
highest mortality is to children that 
are brought up by hand, This shows for 
itself that they are given a pure substitute 
for their natural food. Cow's milk, slight- 
ly watered and sweetened with sugar of 
milk, is perhaps one of the best substitutes 
for mother’s milk; although the writer has 
had excellent results from some of the well 
known infants’ foods, A tablespoonful of 
lime water may be added to each pint of 
milk occasionally.

Good+horses to cultivate is another essen. 
tial item in good culture of crops. Ping 
horses make plug work and brings about a 
plug: crop, which brings plug pricos and 
plug results, 

A good cultivator, that is, a good man to 
cultivate, is an essential itom in good crop 
production, 

How often is it the case that the culti- 
vator does not take oare to set the shovels 
of the cultivator so as ‘to throw the sod 
around the plant, Carelessness in this re- 
spect ia quite frequently seen, A amall 
amount of sod thrown around the plants 
provents the growth of weeds, 

The first cultivation, ifgiven at the right 
time, need not be shallow, as the roots have 
rot then grown tosuch an extent as to be 
broken by the deep running of the cultiva- 
tor shovel, and the sod is opened up to the 
action of the warm air. Good cultivation 
will not break the roots of the plants, and 
for every needed purpose may be quite 
shallow, the object being to supply a mel- 
low condition of the soil, which is always 
accompanied with moisture and insures the 
most perfect action of all the clements of 
nature that in any way enter into crop pro- 
duction and plant growth, 

Good cultivation consists in only one 
thing—‘* till the ground;” and if this is 
done in harmony with nature's laws; all the 
other conditions are supplied by nature. 
The cultivator need only keep his eye on 
this one thing. If he does this he need bear 
no unfavorable conditions, as the best till- 
age having been given, the heat results may 
be expected in harmony with the season. 

Good care of meadow and pasture lands 
is necessary to get the best results. Stock 
should not be allowed to run on the grass 
until it attains a good growth. It must 
be allowed to get a good start or it will be 
kept down the season through, 

Meadows ought not to be pastured in 
the spring, but the growth should be en- 
couraged by manuring or the application 
of fertilizers in some form, If this is done 
great returns may be expected. 

A large aren of grasa eau is desirable, 
so that pastures will be abundant, giving 
the stock an unlimited supply of feed dur- 
ing the season, An abundant supply of 
hay to keep the stock until the grass gets 
a good startin tho spring is one of the 
first things to be looked after by the oulti 
vator. 

Iv isa good thing for the farmer to al- 
ways aim todo the best work and to have 
the best in everything, instead of aiming 
to do the most, and, asis the general result, 
have the least and that of poor quality, 

Make the best of everything would 
certainly bea good rule; but when cer- 
tain things are advised to be done how 
often is tho objection mato, I have no 
time.” Isit not best to take that course 
that will give time to do everything in the 
best manner ? 

Cood care should be given to the imple 
ments so that they will be kept in the best 
condition for work. . A good implomentin 
poor condition will do poor work, 

Good care should be given to the teams 
10 that they will always be in the best con- 
dition for ie the work. 

Good care should be given the person who 
does the cultivation ; whether it is owner or 
the hired help. No man, whether hired to 
work or working for himself, can do the 
best work unless care is observed in all re- 
aspects regarding his well being, 

The © women folks” who do the * house 
keeping” should be supplied with every 
necessary thing and with all the conveni- 
ences that ave obtainable, To fail to supply 
those is to cause a degreo of slavish labour 
that is degrading and unprofitable in the 
extreme, A penny saved in this respect is 
muny) pennies lost, while health and happi- 
ness is often sacrificed, 

“All work and no play makes Jack a 
dull boy," is as applicable to women’s work 

as itis to the boy's, It is not all of life to 
work, neither is it on the profit side to the 
farmer to have the '* women folks’? over- 
worked, 

* All hands” should provide for leisure 
moments and vimos of enjoyment, Unless 
life is w scone of slavery and drudgery 
throughout, thore must be such manage- 
ment as will bring success in the end and 
plenty of enjoyment all the time.

Description of Church. 


The building is to be gothic in architec- 
ture. In dimensions 40 x 60 feet, with a 
projection on either side, making the ex- 
treme breadth 44 feet. The basement, 
which is of stone, is between 9 and 10 feet 
high and contains the general room for 
Sabbatb school and prayer-meeting, one 
cloas room, the furnace room, and a ves- 
tibule, or entrance from the upper floor, by 
way of the west side entrance, 

On the top of the stone of which the base- 
ment is built thore will be a cnt stone base, 
10 inches high, at which point the audi- 
torium, or church proper, begins, The 
floor is to be raised so that when all are 
seated the person farthest away from the 
minister will be on the same level with him. 

There will be three memorial windows, 
one on the south, one on the west and one 
on east side. The glass in these will be 
made of rich antique, All the rest of the 
windows will be rolled cathedral glass. 
The tower, which is .upon the southwest 
corner, will be 45 fect high with a finish in 
cupola form. 

The two entrances to the auditorium will 
be, one on south side of tower, and the 
other a side entrance at northwest corner, 

The only ncn-resident having to do with 
the building is Mr, Geo, Crowe, whose 
work so far has been highly satisfactory, 
all the other work will be performed by 
local men, who are considered perfectly 
competent,

HOW OUR TEETH GROW.

An eminent dentist is authority for the 
following interesting explanation : 

It would take too long to describe the 
formation of the teeth, but it may interest 
you to know that the enamel is derived in 
the firat place from the epithelium, or scarf 
skin, and is, in fact, modified skin, while 
the dentine, of which the bulk of the teeth 
is composed, is derived from the mucous 
layer below the epithelium. 

Lime salts are slowly deposited, and the 
tooth pulp or nerve is the Naat remains of 
what was once a pulpy mass of the shape of 
the future tooth, ret even the tooth pulp 
in the old people sometimes gets quite 
obliterated by culcareous deposits. The 
thirty-two permanent teeth are preceded by 
twenty temporary deciduous or milk 
toeth. 

‘These are fully erupted at about 2 or 24 
years old, and at about 6 years of ago a 
wondertul process of absorption sects in by 
which the roots of the temporary teeth are 
removed to make room for the advancing 
permanent ones, The crowns of the former, 
having no support, become loose and fall 
away. 

One would naturally suppose that the 
advancing permanent tooth was a powerful 
factor in the absorption of its temporary 
predecessor, but we have many facts to 

rove that it has no influence whatever : 
indeed, the interesting phenomena of the 
eruption and succession of the teeth are 
very little understood. 

I may remark in passing that a child of 6 
who has not yet lost any temporary teeth 
hasin its jaws, either erupted or nonerupt- 
ed, no fewer than fifty-two teeth more or 
less formed.

While the antidote is being prepared, an 
omotic may be administered. A good rem- 
edy, which ia always at hand, is common 
salt, a spoonful toa glassful of tepid water. 
An equal quantity of ground mustard is 
still more cifective, or a third of a teaspoon- 
ful of powdered ipecac in the same quantity 
of water, If vomiting does not occur im- 
mediately, repeat the dose, drink a large 
quantity of warm water, and tickle the 
throat with the finger or a feather, Too 
much time should not be lost in making 
efforts to induce the patient to vomit. 
Make himawallow tha antidote as soon as 
it is prepared, whether he has vomited or 
not, and continue the efforts to induce 
vomiting. Artificial respiration, the ap- 
plication of heat to the surface of the body, 
sponging the spine alternately with hot and 
cold water, and rubbing off the surface of 
the body, and, in some cases, the applica- 
tion of electricity; ara essential aids to re- 
covering a person from the effects of a pois- 
on. Washing the stomach with a stomach 
tube, is of course more effective than an 
emetic. Or, a quantity of water should 
be poured into the tube and allowed to pass 
out. The stomach in the meantime should 
be agitated by manipulation with the hand, 
or by retching or coughing movements by 
the patient. 

Acids.—Acids which have been swallow- 
ed should be neutralized ns quickly as pos- 
sible by an alkali of some sort. In the ab- 
sence of anything better, soap suds willdo, 
Lime-water, chalk-water, some plaster from 
the wall, ora teaspoonful of ashes mixed 
with a glass of water, may be used for this 
purpose, ils, as castor oil, olive oil, and 
even linsced oil, or melted butter, should 
also be awallowed. These antidotes must, 
of course, be applied very quickly, or they 
will have no value, since the acid will very 
quickly expend itself upon the mucous

The Sandbag Asa Foot Warmer. 


An exchange suggests that a sandbag 
may be a ‘very useful article for the house- 
hold. It is equally as good asthe hot-water 
bag, and the cost is considerably leas. The 
sand should be fine and clean, and should 
be carefully looked over before being putin 
the sack. Make the sack uf cotton, and 
fill with sand, and then make another sack 
of flannel for the outside, Flannel is mach 
to be preferred to cotton, as it retains the 
heat longer, and is more grateful to the 
touch. A bag not larger than ten inches 
square ix an available size, Mothers whose 
children are subject to earache will find 
these bags invaluable; they hold the heat 
a long time, and their composition is such 
that they are easily adjusted to the affected 
parts.”

Keeping Hams in £mmer. 


A writer in the Rural New Yorker ex- 
plains her method as follows: After they 
haye been properly salted and smoked, put 
each in ® common muslin sack—I make 
mine of flour sacks or cheap brown muslin, 
and asnearly the shape of the ham as I 
can roughly block it out, but they are 
never perfect fits. Then stitch a firm locp 
made of a scrap of cotton folded and stitch- 
ed at one end; have your sacks large 
enough at the open side so that after the 
ham isin, you can fold the open edges over 
well and sew tightly. 

Now have ready a tub or big bucket of 
slacked lime that is creamy in thickness 
and warm enough to penetrate cotton easily; 
put a wire hook in the loop on the sack and 
dip the latter up and down (with the ham 
in it of course) several times in the lime 
water until you are sure the pores of cloth 
are filled with the lime. Hang them up 
in the air until perfectly dry, then lay or 
hang away anywhere that is conyenient. 
We use an unoccupied upstairs room. I 
have kept hamsin this way and have had 
many people—several fine judges—declare 
they had never eaten such delicious meat. 
Of course good meat depends first on salt- 
ing andsmoking, but there is no better way 
to keep it afterwards than this, If you 
choose to take the trouble to rip instead of 
cutting these sacks off, youcan use them 
several years and thus ayoid the trouble of 
making fresh each year. 


Spring Vegetables, 


Rhubarb is one of the earliest’ of our 
springtime vegetables, and its special wholo- 
somencas is usually underestimated, Its 
acid properties act directly upon the liver, 
an organ quite apt to become torpid, after 
the winter regimen, more or less of canned 
vegotables—or of less vegetable diet than 
in summer months, Many people who think 
they need some “spring medicine” will find 
that a generous use of rhubarb, spinach, 
lettuce and early tomatoes will preclude all 
necessity for drags, writes K,B, Johnson in 
the Independent, ; 

Rhubarb, stewed, with a little sugar, is 
very wholesome, and should be often served 
with meat—as an appetizer—or it makes 
excellent pies. Two cups of it, stowed, 
with a very little water, two cups of sugar, 
the yolks of two eggs, threo spoonfuls of 
flour, a little salt and nutmeg. Bake in an 
under crust only, and frost the top with the 
whites of the oggs. This makes one good- 
sized pie. Apples for pie-making have be- 
come insipid and tastelosr, and tho tart of 
tho “pie plant” is especially welcome. 
Canned rhubarb makes excellent pies in 
midwintor eplonalig Yalleey, amor 
squash and all other seasona ble kin i 
easily put up, with very little sugar, It H 
the powdered root of a foreign species o 
rhubarb that is found at tho draggist's and 
used especially as medioine for ohildron. 

Spinach is one of the springtime vege: 
tables that should stand noar the top of the 
list in healthfulness, Butit is seldom prop: 
erly cooked, It should be thoroughly, 
porfoctly freed from sand and dust by many 
washings in cold water, and then put in ® 
close saucepan and covered closely, without 
one drop of water, over & moderate fire, 
In an hour or more it will be porfectly 
couk then it should be drained and 
chopped, and butter and salt added, The 
old-fashioned way was to almost drown it 
in the liquor from corned boof—and thus 
half its nutriment and medicinal properties 
wore lost, and the other half so disguised 
that the Inacious leaves might just ax well 
have been cabbage, or any other sort of 
“*proons.””

THE ORITIAN BATTLRSHIP “ VieTORIA” Gors 

DOWN WITIL NEARLY ALL ON HOARD, 

Lonpon, June 23,—A mont terrible cala- 
mity has befallen tho British battleship 
“ Victoria,” flagship of the Mediterranoan 
squadron, and hundreds of lives have been 
lost. The ‘* Victoria,” which flew tho flag 
of Vice-Admiral Sir George Tryon, K.C,M, 
G., was run into off Tripoli by tho British 
battleship ‘' Camperdown,” also belonging 
to the Mediterranean squadron and under 
the command of Captain Charles Johnatono, 
Tho * Victoria" had an enormous hole mado 
in her sido through which the water poured 
in torrents. The immense hull of the 
“ * at once began to nettle anid be- 
fore those on board of her could cast loose 
their small boate she went to the bottom 
carrying down with her nearly all on board. 
Some of the officers and crew managed to

the loss of life was far greater, not loss than 
four hundred of the officora and crew of the 
“Victoria” having gone down with tho 


ship. 

The “Victoria” was a twin-scrow battle- 
ship of 10,470 tons and 14,000 horse- power. 
She was one of the most powerful battle 
ships in the British Navy. 

urther despatches state that the disaster 
to the *' Victoria” occurred during the fleot 
manauvre of changing columns, and the 
rumor goes that the collision was not alto- 
other unconnected with Admiral Tryon’s 
introduction of a more expeditio stom of 
sigoalling drawn up by himself, Under 
this system it is agreed that should any 
accident have occurred either to the steering 
apparatue or to the engines, a disaster 
would have been inevitable, as at one point, 
while passing each other, the ships are only 
200 yards apart, 

Admiral Tryon’a objection to the old 

system was well known, aud during last 
ears manceuvres, he frequently expressed 
is dissatisfaction, contending that the pre- 
sent process, whereby no signal from the 
Admiral was acted upon until all the fleet 
had repeated it, would be irksome in battle, 
when rapid movements would be imperative. 

The Times publishes the following des- 
patch from Tripoli: The collision between 
the “ Victoria” and ‘* Camperdown ” occur- 
red at 3:41 in the afternoon. The sea was 
patectly calm and the evolution of changing 
ine was being performed at the time. 
Many meu were killed by the ‘‘ Victoria's ” 
screw. 

A later despatch states that it has been 
definitely decided that Rear-Admiral Albert 
H. Markham, who was second in command 
to Vice-Admiral Sir George Tyron at the 
time of the accident off Tripoli, that caused 
the loss of the ‘* Victoria,” will be tried by 
a court-martial that will sit at Portsmouth. 
Rear-Admiral Markham’s flagship is the 
“Trafalgar,” but advices received show that 
his flag had been transferred to the ‘“‘ Camp- 
erdown,” and that be was in charge of the 
mancuvres of the fleet at the time the 
collision occurred, 

Vice Admiral Sir George Tryon, stood on 
the deck of the ‘‘ Victoria,” giving orders, 
to the last, and went down with the ship. 
His body has not been recovered. 

At the time of the accident there were 611 
officers and seamen and 107 mariners on 
board, making a total of 718, and of this 
number it is supposed 430 have been lost. 

It is stated that no attempt will be made 
to recover the bodies of those who went 
down in the ‘‘ Victoria.” Tbe vessel lies 
in 450 feet of water, and it would be an 
almost impossible task to recover the dead. 
It is probable that in the course of a very 
few days a namber of the bodies will float 
out from the hull, and all of these will be 
watched for and given burial on land. 


It is stated in the Statesman that Mr. 
Edward Blake has intimated to the Irish 
leaders that he desires to resign his seat in 
the Imperial Parliament and return to Can- 
ada, This step, the paper says, has been 
decided on by Mr, Blake, because he finds 
that his advice counts for nothing; that 
persoval jealousies aud not public interests 
reign supreme, 

A Chicago paper speaking of Canada’s 
cheese exhibit, says :—Canada has outstrip- 
ed its competitors iv the Juue exhibit of 
cheese. The eleven-ton cheese manufact- 
ured at the Dominion Experimental Station 
at Perth, Ont., under the supervision of 
Prof. Robertson, Dairy Commissioner, has 
been tested by the judges, They say that 
the flavor is remarkably good an the body 
extra fine and the six 1,000 pound cheeses 
they brand as ‘‘excellent.”
